DuPage County 
‘ All 
potentially 
hazardous 
foods must be stored or dis­ 
played at temperatures below 45 
degrees F. or above 140 degrees 
F., except during the time of 
preparation.” 
That’s a reminder sent to all 
retail food establishments in the 
county by the DuPage County 
Health Department. 


Gary 
McCullough, 
assistant 
chief of the environmental san­ 
itation division, says the rec­ 
ommendation applies to all per­ 
ishable foods that consist in 
whole, or in part, of milk, milk 
products, eggs, meat, poultry, 
fish, shellfish, or other ingredi­ 
ents that can support the rapid 
growth of infectious or poison­ 


ous micro-organisms. 
McCullough pointed out in the 
reminder 
that, 
‘‘all 
custard, 
pumpkin, cheese and synthetic 
cream fillings fall within this 
category unless specifically ex­ 
empted by the health depart­ 
ment’s sanitarians. 
“Because our chief objective 
is the protection of the public,” 
McCullough 
added, 
‘‘we 
are 
obliged to warn food establish­ 
ments that any violation of the 
reminder may well result in de­ 
grading and loss of food li­ 
censes.”

“seems to give the school board 
the entire site. 
The village 
board reserves the right to 
withhold deeds to the property 
until a site plan is submitted for 
their approval.” 
Reportedly, the village board 
feels that school facilities may 
be placed on the site in such a 
manner that the remainder of 
the tract would remain useless 
as a park. 
ACCORDING to a legal opin­ 
ion handed down to the board 
by Hines, maintenance of the 
property is not a matter in­ 
volved in conveyance of deeds. 
He suggested that maintenance 
problems need “care of another 
fashion.” 


In the attorney’s eyes also, 
the school district can improve 
the site and leave the park dis­ 
trict with nothing, but he stress­ 
ed that such action is not the in­ 
tention of either park or school 
district. 


“Basically, if the educational 
needs are such that the entire 
tract is needed, more than one 
school or building could be 
placed on the site,” he contin­ 
ued. 


If given the property 
by 
Schaumburg, the school board 
plans to purchase eight addi­ 
tional lots at $3,000 each to 
provide walking access to stu­ 
dents. 


According to school person­ 
nel, the school is hoped for com­ 
pletion and occupancy in Sep­ 
tember, 1969 which will involve 
bidding the project next March. 


Seelbach said he suspects that 
a primary concern of the vil­ 
lage may be that if the park

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Softened Water: No Health 
Link But Studies Continue

Just how safe is softened wa­ 
ter? 
Much of Northwest suburbia 
bathes in it, drinks it, cooks 
with it and cleans with it. A 
skeptical 
few 
persons 
seek 
“ more 
natural’’ 
sources 
for 
drinking 
water 
while 
using 
softened 
water 
for 
all 
other 
purposes. 


Others, for taste or economy 
reasons, prefer to soften only 
hot water for their homes. 
Nationwide, six to eight per 
cent of the water used is sof­ 
tened water. The figure is prob­ 
ably higher in this hard water 
area. 
Most authorities agree there 
is no need to fear drinking 
softened 
water. 
Studies 
con­ 
tinue, however, as water ex­ 
perts 
seek 
the 
ideal 
water 
chemistry for human consump­ 
tion. 


CONTRARY to common be­ 
liefs, softened water 
contains 
no unusual chemicals. In the 
softenening process, sodium 
is 
substituted 
for 
calcium 
and 
magnesium, 
t h e 
chemicals 
largely 
responsible 
for 
hard­ 
ness. 


The other mineral make-up 
of the water remains unchang­ 
ed. This is unlike “ naturally 
soft” water which has a low 
total mineral content in addi­ 
tion to little calcium or mag­ 
nesium. 


In 
an 
extremely 
unusual 
case a patient obliged to ex­ 
clude sodium 
from 
the 
diet 
might find it advisable to limit 
his intake of softened water. 


A primary concern of persons 
analyzing the health aspects of 
softened water consumption has 
been a possible tie in between 
soft water and increased cardi- 
vascular (heart) disease. 
The large majority of such 
^studies 
have 
dealt 
with 
na­ 
turally soft water rather than 
, softened water. 


IN l%4, a reasearch team of 
nationally 
recognized 
medical 
and water specialists said there 
was at that time no supportive 
evidence to link soft water con­ 
sumption and heart disease in 
a 
cause 
and 
effect 
relation­ 
ship. 
The panel, an Illinois State 
Medical Society study group, 
based its evaluation on public 
scientific studies and on the ex-1 
pert knowledge and broad scien-! 
tific experience of the panel 
members. 
They found studies had inves­ 
tigated the relation of water 
quality 
to 
health 
by 
means I 
of statistical comparisons be-! 
tween water composition 
and 
death rate information. These j 
studies, the researchers found, ; 
showed exceptions in the rela­ 
tionship between water compo­ 
sition and heart disease which, 
were 
often 
overlooked 
when I 
findings were presented to the 
public.

day—a little more than a quart. 
Hess pointed out that water 
conditions vary throughout the 
earth and that those found in 
the Glasgow and London water 
sources might not be duplicated 
in other places. 


American Heart Association 
spokesmen said the association 
has no comment on the Doctors 
Crawfords’ study at this time. 
Studies are underway to con­ 
tinue studying the findings. 
George H. Klumb, Director of 
the 
Culligan 
Water 
Institute, 
Northbrook, 
summed 
up 
the 
present situation in water re­ 
search: 
“ Water, like food and air,” 
he said, “ is an important part 
of man’s environment through 
his life, but there is still a 
great deal to be learned about 
the potential role of minor and 
trace elements in environmen­ 
tal health. From this standpoint, 
we do not know what kind of 
water is best for mankind, but 
scientists are hopeful that some­ 
day we will be able to engineer 
certain diseases out of our en­ 
vironment. 
“ But we should not be im­ 
patient,” he continued. “ Medi­ 
cine has progressed more in 
the last 30 years than in the 
previous 30 centuries.’’

In spite of the toll from Dutch 
elm disease the elm tree re­ 
mains one of the prominent 
shade trees in our landscape. 
But in spite of their prominence 
along 
streets 
in 
parks 
and 
around homes people wonder if 
they should abandon these trees 
to disease. 


Fortunately if these stately 
giants are protected until re­ 
search catches up with the dis­ 
ease, many beautiful trees will 
be saved. 


According to the United States 
Department of Agriculture there 
is hope of saving the elm tree 
from extinction. Currently they 
are, so to speak, fighting fire 
with fire. Since the fungus that 
kills the trees is carried 
by 
small beetles they are fighting 
the beetle with other insects. 
The most promising but not 
proven insect for beetle control 
is a tiny parasite wasp that is 
imported from Europe. In co­ 
operation 
with 
scientists 
at 
Michigan 
State University 
in 
East Lansing the USDA is ob­ 
serving the actions of the tiny 
wasps. Up to one million of the 
wasps are being released in 
Michigan 
Forests 
where

disease is prevalent. 
The new weapon less than 
half an inch long, is a natural 
enemy of the beetle — vampire 
style, the wasp larva kills by 
inserting its mouth hooks into 
beetle larva and draining body 
juices. 


It attacks only elm-bark bee­ 
tles and does not harbor poten­ 
tial pests. Scientists reason that 
the beetle has been successful 
here because none of its natural 
enemies 
exist 
in 
the 
United 
States. While the tiny wasps 
cannot 
eradicate 
the 
beetle, 
they may reduce its numbers 
enough to allow American elms 
time to build resistance against 
the fungus. 
At present, the most effective 
way to combat Dutch elm dis­ 
ease is through its accomplice 
the elm-bark beetle. Spraying- 
especially in late winter 
and 
early spring when trees 
are 
most vulnerable kills the adults. 
An insecticide that has largely 
replaced DDT in fighting elm 
bark beetles in 6 per cent Meth- 
oxychlor. 
The 
destruction 
of 
damaged or diseased elm trees, 
which 
are 
preferred 
beetle 
breeding 
spots, 
also 
limits 
beetle populations. 


SINCE THE disease may also 
be transmitted by root graft 
from a diseased tree, root so! 
treatment 
is 
also 
necessary. 
For example if a single tree in 
a row of healthy specimens is 
diseased, the soil must be treat­ 
ed in a barrier band between 
healthy and diseased trees. Soil 
treatment kills a narrow band of 
roots thus preventing the trans­ 
fer of the disease across the 
zone of dead roots. 


Vapam is the material for 
this purpose. However, this is a 
dangerous 
material for those 
that have neither the equip­ 
ment or experience to handle it. 
Like spraying, root treatment is 
most effectively performed by 
a state licensed tree expert. 
A final approach to Dutch elm 
disease control is fertilization. 
This keeps the tree in top vigor 
and unattractive to the disease 
spreading beetles. 
So don’t abandon your elms to 
disease; keep them 
protected 
and growing until the new con­ 
trol techniques become avail­ 
able.

You haven’t been reading much about it in your DuPage 
County newspapers, but transportation is on the way to becoming 
a number one priority (perhaps it already is) 
in the counties outside Chicago. This is particu 
larly true in DuPage where there is a heavy 
concentration of population and industry. 
Transportation, not only for Chicago com­ 
muters but employed personnel who must travel 
from their homes to their jobs in suburbanland, 
has become a matter of concern at all govern­ 
ment levels. 
A decade ago it was thought that a well 
HEC 
planned expressway system serving as arteries 
from the metropolitan counties to the centers of heaviest employ­ 
ment in the urban area would furnish the answer. Today there 
are second thoughts. 
These expressways are already swamped at the surge periods 
and traffic demands continue to grow as the suburban population 
continues to increase. Moreover the dollar costs are skyrocket­ 
ing. 
BUT THAT’S ONLY HALF the problem. The major conges­ 
tion is in the suburban areas themselves, where outdated high­ 
ways not planned for mass traffic make driving a nightmare. 
And again the costs of maintenance and new construction 
are rising “out of this world.” 
What’s to be done? 
That’s the question for which Chicago Area Transit Study 
(CATS) is trying to find an answer. And the bets among official­ 
dom in DuPage County are that CATS will do it. 
CATS was organized in 1956 (way back when) to make a 
study that would serve as a guideline to avoid the condition that 
exists. 
It began as a voluntary organization of Chicago and Cook 
County with the assistance of state and federal agencies in 
financing. 
TODAY IT IS RECOGNIZED that that study is even more 
urgent and must be more comprehensive. So the collaboration 
of Lake, McHenry, Kane, Will, DuPage, Lake and Porter counties 
in Indiana is now solicited. 
Paul Ronske, county chairman, and Ronald Dold, county 
lighway superintendent, are holding a conference Nov. 16 with 
Wilson Campbell, director of CATS, and his staff. It is said they 
will be briefed on the traffic studies and recommendations made 
;o date with particular reference to DuPage County. 
“It’s necessary that DuPage County join in this six Illinois 
county program to solve our traffic problems,” Dold says. 
The federal programs are getting so they require a regional

participation before the funds will be pledged.” 
From his familiarity with the metropolitan traffic problems, 
he says that joint planning and financing are the only sound 
solution. 
WHILE DuPAGE HAS NOT BEEN participating financially 
in the CATS study operation, it has been asked to serve on the 
policy committee and present the thinking of this area. Dold has 
been the representative at many committee meetings. 
Interesting enough is the fact that a multiplicity of local 
traffic studies and data is gathered in all these outlying counties 
and sent to CATS where electronic computers are interpreting it 
and coming up with some challenging answers. The computer 
is the basic tool of these studies. 
But, according to Dold, this traffic program is only in its 
infancy. What is needed is more and better knowledge about 
local conditions. 
“If we’re going to get anything worthwhile out of this study 
we’ve got to put something into it,” Dold reasons. “We’ve got to 
have co-operation at the local level.” 
He’s referring here to the IO councils that cover the six- 
county area which include mayors and the heads of government. 
IT IS NOTED THAT CATS’ budget for 1968 includes $20,000 
from DuPage, $50,000 from Cook, $90,000 from the state, $20,000 
from the transit interests and smaller amounts from the remain­ 
ing counties. Big Brother at Washington is down for $560,000. 
The total study budget is set at $850,000. 
Significant, too, is the fact that the DuPage Industrial and 
Manufacturers Assn. has appealed to the DuPage County Board 
for help in providing mass transportation to its employes. 
No stone has been left unturned to find a path to the solution 
of this mass metropolitan transportation problem. In the CATS 
study the bus companies, the railroads and the CTA have been 
contacted and their thinking has been put into the record. 
A major burst of expansion has already occurred and a 
second round is believed to be in the offing. Today the Chicago 
metropolitan area is listed as one of the largest in the world— 
6,500,000 people. By 1990 that figure is projected to 9 million. 
This is the why of a priority for transportation. 
THE FUTURE OF TRANSPORTATION, says Dold, is wrap­ 
ped up with a regional philosophy. DuPage County can’t isolate 
itself to solve its transportation problem. It has to become a 
partner in over-all major planning with other suburban counties. 
Where we need to be running, we’re just starting to crawl! 
Heads of local government in DuPage County who have some 
fresh insights on this massive transportation undertaking ought 
to forward them to Ronald Dold, DuPage County superintendent 
of highways. 
He’s your representative on the CATS policy 
committee.

The Arlington Heights 
Plan 
Commission Wednesday adopted 
an amended village flood plan 
ordinance exceeding standards 
set by the Chicago Metropolitan 
Sanitary District. 
The ordinance, as drawn up, 
will not apply to older areas 
in thq village, the water-tight 
ruling will, h o w e v e r , force 
builders in new areas to either 
grade the land above highest 
recorded flood level or radical­ 
ly redesign their houses. 
By insisting that builders ob­ 
serve an elevation of 3.5 feet 
above highest recorded water 
levels for any openings into 
basements, such as doors or 
windows, 
the 
ordinance 
will 
force construction of “Chicago- 
type” h i g h - basement - win­ 
dow homes. 
The other alternative open to 
the builder is to raise his land 
until it is above flood level. 
Condition 
included 
in 
the 
ordinance are: 
—Any opening in an outer wall 
such as a door sill or window 
sill, shall be at least 3.5 feet 
above 
the 
highest 
recorded 
flood level. 
—Sanitary manholes in areas 
with a flood problem must have 
rim elevations 30 inches above 
the recorded high flood level 
or be equipped with water tight 
covers. 
—Buildings to be connected 
into the Arlington Heights wa­ 
ter and sewer systems 
must 
have sanitary connections d e- 
signed to protect against flood­ 
ing. 


—A flood channel must b e 
provided and the village engine­ 
er will be responsible for the 
protection of the channel anc 
the specifications necessary for 
proper flood run off. 
—Ground water drains or sur 
face water connections to sani 
tary sewers are prohibited. 
—The top of new building 
foundations must be 
concrete 
and 3.5 feet above the highest 
recorded flood level as shown on

Arlington 
Heights 
Flood 
Plan Map. 
—Basments, cellars or craw 
spaces must be made of con­ 
crete, poured in place with no 
openings, except those for utili­ 
ties which will be sealed, flood- 
proofed and made water-tight 
below 3.5 feet above the highest 
recorded flood level.

The Way We See It 


Heart Death Rate 
Cause for Concern 


Heart disease is a significant 
threat to the health of suburbanites. 


According to the Heart Assn. of 
North Cook County, 645 of the 1,256 
area deaths last year were caused 
by heart disease. The association’s 
toll by community shows in Arling­ 
ton Heights 143 of 258 deaths were 
cardiovascular; in Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage 42 of 85; in Hoffman Estates 
10 of 33; in Mount Prospect 73 of 
149; in Palatine 94 of 176; in Rolling 
Meadows 22 of 51; in Schaumburg 
11 of 24; in Streamwood IO of 30; 
and in Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
52 of 124. 


In these suburbs, there were 
more than 2.7 times as many deaths 
from heart disease as from cancer. 


The 
deaths 
attributable 
to 
heart disease amount to 51 per 
cent of the total deaths. 
This 
compares with 54.4 per cent on 
a national level. The local figure 
becomes more ominous, however, 
when it is realized that risk of 
death from heart disease increas­ 
es with age and the average age 
in this area is substantially below 
the national average. 


It is estimated nationally that 
22 million Americans are afflicted 
with cardiovascular diseases, and 
many other suspected cases exist. 


Real success has resulted, par­ 


ticularly in the last decade, from 
research into the causes of heart 
disease. 
However, 
the 
ultimate 
goal of prevention will be possible 
only through public education about 
the factors that contribute to heart 
disease. 


Soft physical living and a tense 
emotional environment are blamed 
for a five per cent increase in 
heart attacks since 1950. The Heart 
Assn. reports: 


“High cholesterol diets, seden­ 
tary living, emotional stress and 
cigaret smoking contributed 
to 
the increase . . . A person who 
indulges in just one of these risk 
factors or who is more than 15 
per cent overweight doubles his 
chances of having a heart attack 
before he reaches 60.”

available through the Heart Assn.

To avoid the personal and family 
risk of heart attack and to help 
control this epidemic health prob­ 
lem, we urge you to learn more 
about the causes of heart disease 
and to live accordingly: 
get regu­ 
lar exercise, avoid fatty foods, con­ 
trol tension and weight, have regu­ 
lar check-ups, and quit smoking.

Counterprotest of ‘Dull Stick’

Young people today, teens to 30s, are 
making the scene with protests and 
strikes, bemoaning their heritage, their 
current lot and lack of future. 
And 
who do they and certain “experts” blame 
for it all? 
Why, naturally, the older 
generation. 
After months of passivity, 
meekly 
assimilating their scorching attacks and 
dodging 
psychotherapy 
for resultant implanted 
guilt feelings, I, as a 
middle-aged parent-type, 
woudl like to counter 
with 
my 
own 
com­ 
plaints. 
If the world today is 
bewildering 
to 
t h i s 
younger set, ifs twice 
as 
baffling 
to 
people 
like me. We were un­ 
fortunate enough to grow up with old­ 
fashioned mores accepted, and gullibly 
swallowed such outdated terms as “vir­ 
tue” as opposed to “vice.” Why, would 
you believe that when I went to school 
a Puritan wasn’t defined as a narrow­ 
minded bigot, but extolled as an example 
of pioneer industry, moral strength and 
physical fortitude? 
Admittedly we were square—our par­ 
ties were chaperoned, and as 18-year-olds 
at home or away we wouldn’t have 
dared to campaign for the “right” to 
entertain members of the opposite sex 
in our bedrooms. 
On the other hand, 
illegitimacy and VD were rarely heard 
of in our high school classes. 
Looking back, we couldn’t have been 
happy, denied as we were the rights 
of free sexual expression and experi­ 
mentation advocated by such savants 
as Hugh Hefner or anthropologist Ash­ 
ley Montague . . . but then, we didn’t 
know any better. 
We went to church because nobody 
told us God was dead—and the misguided 
and often shabby man in the pulpit 
presented religion as a living force and 
guideline to which humans should con­ 
form, instead of vice versa. 
In art classes we were taught to 
admire the colors and form in the plainly 
recognizable works of the old masters; 
in music to listen for melody and pleas­ 
ing tonal blends. In literature we were 
exposed to the works of such dull sticks 
as Dickens, Scott, Longfellow, Coleridge 
—to name a few—whose vocabularies 
were sadly deficient in the down-to-earth 
four letter words necessary to under­ 
stand today’s writings, and who failed 
to educate us on the physiological aspects 
of nymphomania, homosexuality, perver­ 
sion and similar enlightening matters. 
In 
history 
national 
leaders 
were 


most often presented as heroes; in 
civics we were told the government 
and laws of this country were to be 
respected, not scoffed at. 
Spiritual and tutorial advisers alike 
led us astray with the belief that the 
difference between man and beast was 
the ability to distinguish 
right 
from 
wrong; that self control was not only 
commendable, but necessary to personal 
and community discipline.

For example, the terrible 
pressure about selecting a college. This 
was no problem at all in my immediate 
circle: 
since there wasn’t any money, 
there wasn’t any thought of college. 
With the stiff competition for any 
kind of job, our lives were so pre­ 
occupied with earning our $15 a week 
that we didn’t have time to look around 
and discover the world probably stank 
and that it was all our parents’ fault. 
So, in our ignorance, we scrimped and 
saved and got married and started our 
families — then boom! 
Along came 
World War IL 
Unquestionably the issues were far 
more clearly defined than in the present 
conflict, but I still don’t remember any­ 
one I knew who was anxious to leave 
for either front—or anyone who set fire 
to his induction notice. 
Following 
that 
holocaust, 
today’s 
bumper crop of deprived young adults 
was spawned, and our generation squar­ 


ed its shoulders and declared our young 
would have nothing but the best in the 
brave new world. 
The best that we 
knew was what they got, but somewhere 
along the line many of these progeny 
decided it was for the birds—that the 
whole system was wrong—and with might 
and main they are fighting to destroy 
it. 
Who am I to say that they are 
wrong? Maybe it is better to “express” 
oneself without inhibition and let the 
chips fall where they may; to ridicule 
rather than revere; to blow one’s mind 
rather than face the bleak reality of 
today’s world. 
Actually, I and my peers are for 
many of the same things they say they 
are: 
we believe in brotherhood as op­ 
posed to hate; in peace as opposed to 
war; in freedom of opportunity as oppos­ 
ed to dictatorship; in affluence as op­ 
posed to poverty. 
We’re for love (within certain practi­ 
cal limits) and against pollution of air, 
water and mind; would like to see the 
world a safe, happy place for all. 


In our faults, too, maybe we are 
very 
much 
like 
the 
generation 
that 
scorns us—too involved in attaining our 
own selfish ends; unwilling to open our 
minds to consideration of the causes 
for our differences. 
The battle between generations, old 
as history but perhaps more pronounced 
in recent years, makes good copy, which 
may account for the barrage of complaint 


against 
everything 
middle-of-the-road, 
middle class and middle-aged. 
As a 
representative of all three classifications, 
I feel impelled to institute my own pri­ 
vate rebellion. 
Watch for me and my sign.

was only occupied by troops for a week 
or so. Just a handful of buildings was 
given the torch. 
The city was very effective in capping 
the explosion. 
That’s why it comes as a shock, 
riding through the streets, to realize

it is a city still under siege. 
If you don’t believe it, go there. 
See the walled city of America. 
Everywhere in old and not-so-old 
Milwaukee the windows are boarded 
along business streets. 
Covered with 
raw plywood—in repair or in anticipa­ 
tion. 
“Still in Business” and “We’re Open’’ 
signs are painted in runny strokes. 
Everywhere, new cinder block walls 
fill gaps in store fronts that until last 
summer were display windows. 
Wags call what used to be the second 
finest shopping district in the city—now 
a row of mostly honky-tonky stores, bars, 
damaged merchandise places — “The 
Board Walk” or “Plywood Alley.” 
It’s an entirely new concept in Ameri­ 
can architecture. 
Something the city 
planners didn’t tell us was coming. 
Like other northern cities, Milwau­ 
kee is reaping the harvest not only 
of its own racially fearful society but 
the older sins of the rural south. For 
the cultural disparity between northern 
whites and the masses of recently mi­ 
grated rural Negroes is devastating. 
Even without race hate, this would 
have placed great obstacles in the path 
of the new urbanites. 
Of little help, the cold northern society 
offered handouts instead of humanism. 
It offered law that frequently winked 
at Negro crime, if it was directed at 
Negroes. 
The brief revolt, the armed occupa­ 
tion, the marches which have gone on 
these long months have left permanent 
scars on Milwaukee. 
The city is eating its guts out. And 
the only answer the people have found 
—besides moving out—has been to build 
walls of plywood and cinder block to 
keep out the troubles of the feared 
brother. 
The answer to racial injustice, they 
say, “is blowing on the wind.” 
But the question Milwaukee seems 
most concerned with is “Can we wind­ 
proof our plywood cities before the an­ 
swer blows in.” 
This year Chicago can be grateful 
there was no riot—this year. 
To what do we owe our thanks for 
safe passage? 
To the success of the Racial Summit 
agreement? To the responsibility shown 
by Negro leaders? To the political crafti­ 
ness of Mayor Daley? 
Or was it a miracle?

Change is the keystone of 
education today, and this is 
exemplified 
at 
Forest View 
High School by its Independent 
Study Program. 
Initiated to not only chal­ 
lenge the enterprising student 
but also to aid students in 
gaining experience in budget­ 
ing time, the program has en­ 
joyed success among teachers 
and students. 
To apply for this program, a 
student must obtain an appli­ 
cation form from the program 
director and soial science de­ 
partment head. He must also 
talk to the teacher who will 
sponsor him, work out the 
proposal with the teacher, and 
then obtain approval from his 
counselor. 
Before approval is given by 
the director, approval from the 
sponsoring teacher must be se­ 
cured and notification sent to 
all other teachers the student 
has for other subjects. 
Eligibility standards for the 
program are still very flexible 
although most of the partici­ 
pants are on the junior or sen­ 


ior honor rolls and are profi­ 
cient in their field of independ­ 
ent endeavor. 
‘‘So far few students have 
applied who seemed unquali­ 
fied,” Director Galin Berrier 
said. 
HE ADDED that the vast 
majority of the students have 
met the responsibility well and 
even the person who finds he 
cannot succeed in this type of 
study has learned something. 
As to student benefits, Ber­ 
rier feels the greater ones lie 
in the satisfaction students feel 
in seeing through their person­ 
al goals and in knowing they 
have a regular opportunity to 
speak to the teacher on a one- 
to-one basis. 
Berrier saw the complete fi­ 
nancing of the program by 
High School District 214 as “a 
nice vote of confidence from 
the Board of Education.” 


THE 
PROGRAM 
was de­ 
scribed by Dr. L. S. Jenness, 
school principal, as ‘‘an experi­ 
ence that will help students 
meet some of the problems 
that will confront them in col­ 
lege.” 


Both Dr. Jenness and Ber­ 
rier see a very bright future 
for this type of learning in ed­ 
ucation in years to come. 


Students 
Taking 
Over! 


Students take over classes at 
Arlington High! 
Nov. 5-11 is American Edu­ 
cation Week, and some of the 
students at Arlington will be as­ 
suming the role of teacher for 
a class period. 


In preparation for their roles 
the 
students 
came 
in 
after 
school and helped plan the les­ 
son. Barb Hansen, president of 
Future Teachers Assn. at Ar­ 
lington says, ‘‘It’s really an ex­ 
perience—ifs so different, it 
gives you an understanding of 
how a teacher must feel.” 


ANY INTERESTED 
junior 
or senior, 16 years of age or 
older, may take part in these 
‘‘co-operative part time train­ 
ing programs.” 
What does this ‘‘co-operative 
part time training program” 
mean? 
It is “co-operative” because 
the employer and the co-or­ 
dinator of the program work 
together in training the stu­ 
dents. It is “part-time” be­ 
cause they work from about 
1-5 
p.m. 
daily 
and 
go 
to 
school in the mornings (aca­ 
demic classes.) And it is a 
“training program” 
because 
the student is trained by learn­ 
ing the techniques in class and 
then using them on the job. 
Where do the students train? 
The students train at “training 
stations” in the vicinity. Some 
examples are (O.O.), A. C. Mc- 
Clurg; 
(D.O.), 
Mae 
Belle’s 
Beauty Salon; (D.E.), Domi­ 
nick’s Finer Foods supermar­ 
kets. 


If the students are only at 
school for a half day, how do 
they acquire all their credits 
for graduation? 
All of the co-operative pro­ 
grams give one credit for in- 
class training and one credit 
for on-the-job training for a 
total of two credits. Co-opera­ 
tive education courses at For­ 
est View High School are the 
only courses that give two 
credits. 


What 
are the 
advantages 
of this type of program? 
(I) Ifs helpful in making the 
adjustment from high school to 


full-time employment. 
(2) Students can actually see 
how education works on the 
job. 
(3) Those students going to 
college will have more experi­ 
ence and a better understand­ 
ing of the field they are pursu­ 
ing. 
WTiat are the disadvantages? 
No one associated with these 
programs seems to find 
any 
disadvantages. 
The students get paid for 
training at these various sta­ 
tions — just as much as the 
average 
employee with the 
same degree of experience. 
The programs are always 
improving as the supervisors 
learn from experience how to 
train the student better. This 
is very important as the stu­ 
dent can be easily confused 
with two trainers, his employer 
and program co-ordinator. 


Industry joined this venture 
because surveys revealed a 
need for that type of program. 
Industries needed school-train­ 
ed people while students need­ 
ed a transitional period be­ 
tween school and work. 
Following 
is more specific 
information about the individ­ 
ual programs, as they are dis­ 
played at Forest View. 


OFFICE OCCUPATIONS 
The 16 students in O.O. class 
learn such things as telephone 
technique, filing, how to use 
business machines, proofread-

Yes, this year’s math de­ 
partment at Forest View High 
School is really flying high. 
The group’s first project was 
its booth for the tree benefit. 
It also is hard at work on the 
constitution for its official rec­ 
ognition by the school Student 
Council. 
Another new feature of the 
math department is the math 
lab. Four calculators have been 
purchased with help from the 
National 
Defense 
Education 
Act and are in the lab. 
This room is open upon re­ 
quest to any interested stu­ 
dents for self-directed study. 
The machines are used in 
trigonometry 
classes — (and 
freshman classes use them for 
addition and subtraction.) 
During 5th period, John Hee- 
nan teaches “Computer Orient­ 
ed Mathematics.” Here a class 
of 20 (six of whom are girls) 
is learning to program com­ 
puters. 
Th'rs is a one-semester class 
which is open for the second 
year at Forest View. 


THE CALCULUS class, un­

worked

weeks in September on a new 
experimental math text. 
Miss Lois M. Lackner, a doc­ 
toral candidate in mathematics 
at the University of Illinois, is 
working on the text for her 
doctoral study. 
The students worked individ­ 
ually in class at their own 
rate. The teacher was only 
present to answer questions. 
According to the class, the 
program was successful and 
different.

Learning Goes 
Out on the Job

Forest View High School 
Education today is not con­ 
fined to the classroom. Hun­ 
dreds of high school teenagers 
in the northwest suburbs spend 
a half day in school and the 
other half working for academ­ 
ic credits in a learning, on- 
the-job situation. 
Who are these programs de­ 
signed for? What are the pur­ 
poses of the programs? What 
are the areas to be covered? 
Why is industry co-operating 
in this venture? 
There are three programs 
being offered by area schools. 
One 
is 
Office 
Occupations 
(O.O.). Another is Distributive 
Education (D.E.). The third is 
Diversified Occupations (D.O.). 
O.O. helps provide 
trained 
personnel for office 
careers. 
D.O. provides skilled vocation­ 
al training in a trade. D.E. 
provides opportunity for train­ 
ing in the field of distribution 
and marketing.

Mrs. Miller tries her best, but 
e is miscast in this, albeit, 
fficult-to-cast role. She goes 
rough all the actions of the 
arming Sabrina, but she lacks 
p stage magnetism to carry it 


Working within the context of 
weak play and casting prob- 
ns, Cameo Players still pre- 
nts a well mounted production 
th enough saving graces to 
hieve an enjoyable evening of 


»F COURSE playwright Sam- 
Taylor does ask the impos­ 


sible. For two acts the audience 
is supposed to be so taken up 
with 
the 
personality of the 
chauffeur’s daughter who makes 
a triumphant return after seven 
years in Paris that it doesn’t 
notice that nothing much hap­ 
pens until an eventful third act. 
Director Betty Morris chooses 
to make the first two acts as 
brief as possible by keeping the 
pace fast and breezy. But ef­ 
fect is sometimes lost when 
comic timing is sacrificed for 
pace. 
Because so much of the first 
two acts depend on Sabrina’s 
effervescence, most of the rest 
of the cast has little to do or 
play against. Everyone seems 
compelled to get in the third act 
as quickly as possible.

DON SCHROEDER, as their 
older son, adds his own sar­ 
donic touch to the proceedings 
and his slower delivery works 
in good contrast with the others’ • 
speedier speech. But occasion- j 
ally the slower delivery de- 
l scends 
into a

lines that dulls the comic point. 
As the younger son, Peter Pi­ 
per presents a likeable picture 
of the rather bland but earnest 
scion of a wealthy family. 
Armed with most of the good 
lines as the dry-witted, sharp- 
tongued commentator upon the 
proceedings, Ginney F o s t e r 
doesn’t waste her ammunition. 
Working up to one of those clas­ 
sic exit lines that are supposed 


to evoke applause, she richly 
earns hers. 
Randy Shannon adds his own 
believability to the role of the 
chauffeur, Sabrina’s father.

Woulds gives an interesting di­ 
mension to the Frenchman who 
totters beween Gallic enthusi­ 
asm and aristocratic reticence. 
THE MOUNT Prospect-based 
Cameo Players present only one 
production a year and they have 
always shown attention to de­ 
tail. This year the attention is 
displayed particularly in the 
well-executed, tasteful 
set by 
Carl Erickson Jr. It smacks of 
elegance and wealth with nary 
a trace of shoddiness or mak- 
ing-do. However, although the 
large balls on the garden gate 
add their bit of elegance, they 
act as an hypnotic focal point 


that makes it difficult to con­ 
centrate on action elsewhere on 
the stage. 
Although the costumes are 
colorful and tasteful, the cos­ 
tume committee fell down on 
the job in the case of Sabrina’s 
clothes. Instead of looking like 
a well dressed suburban house­ 
wife, she should have been im­ 
mediately recognizable as com­ 


ing from Paris. Boots, a mini 
skirt, or at least a Sassoon 
haircut were called for. T h i s 
would have helped Mrs. Miller 
establish the character, too. 
With a few additions such as 
this and a quicker curtain, the 
production would have been im­ 
proved. But it still remains a 
fairly entertaining piece of the­ 
atre.

Bill Carlsen, 
Bill Stahnke, and, of course, 
rambling quarterback Bob Lar­ 
son toted the pigskin downfield, 
Larson hit Rich Vana with two 
passes, and Tim Little bolted in 
from three yards out for the 
score. Mike Kramarczyk boot­ 
ed the point, and it was all 
over for the Tigers with just 
six minutes gone in the game. 
Two interceptions by E lm 
wood’s Al Wiselman, a fumble 
inside the 5-yard line, and sev 
eral penalties kept Lake Park 
off the scoreboard for the rest 
of the period, but the Lancers 
were not to be denied this day. 
Jeff Johnston recovered a Ti 
gers’ fumble at the Elmwood 15 
early in the second quarter and 
three plays later Scott Werner 
broke into the end-zone from five 
yards out. Following Kramar- 
czyk’s second conversion, t h e 
Lancers had a 14-0 lead which 
they took to the locker room at 
the halftime. 
GIVEN A rest, the T i g e r s 
were a fired-up unit following 
the intermission and immediate­ 
ly threatened to cut into the 
Lake Park lead. With Rick Bor­ 
mann and Dave Greenstein car­ 
rying the ball, Elmwood march­ 
ed from their own IO to a first 
down on the Lancers’ 20.

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A Mission Completed 
Librarian Recalls Her Sojourn in India

Gracious 
hospitality, 
from 
mud hut to presidential palace, 
was warmly extended to Mrs. 
Doris Moseley, world traveler, 
on a recent sojourn in India. 
In June, 1966, Mrs. Moseley, 
librarian at South Junior High 
School in Arlington Heights, 
volunteered to supervise and 
organize library facilities at 
the Christian Retreat and Stu­ 
dy Center in the Himalayan 
foothills near New Delhi. 
The British-born widow, an 
American citizen who has lived 
in the United States 15 years, 
claims fate played a role in 
the discovery of the need for 
her library experience. Grate­ 
ful for opportunities that en­ 
abled her to rear and educate 
her two children, Doris said 
she previously had expressed 
the desire to volunteer a year 
of her life to benefit others 
less fortunate. 
“TRUE," SHE admitted, “I 
might have done similar work 
in the south side of Chicago, 
but I love to travel and hoped 
to combine the two desires. . . 
by going to India, if possible.” 
Fortune provided Mrs. Mose­ 
ley the opportunity when she 
came across an advertisement 
in a librarian’s journal. The 
plea for a volunteer to man 
a library at a mission center 
in India had gone unanswered 
for a year, she explained. 
Her application and 
refer­ 
ence accepted, Doris traveled, 
at her own expense, to Drew 


University, Madison, N. J., 
for a required 3-week orienta­ 
tion for “cultural shock,” as 
she puts it. 
“THIS IS to prepare you 
for what can be shocking dif­ 
ferences in standards of liv­ 
ing,” she commented. 
Arriving in New Delhi in 
monsoon weather in the mid­ 
dle of July, she was met at 
the airport by a middle-aged 
missionary couple. The lively 
and attractive librarian 
re­ 
membered each had expected 
the other to be unpleasantly 
stuffy, and upon reappraisal, 
all drew a sigh of mutual re­ 
lief! 
The automobile trip to the 
mission center, which once had 
been a glass factory, was on­ 
ly 158 miles from Delhi, but 
traveling 
took 
eight 
hours. 
Avoiding cows, oxcarts, sleep­ 
ing people and water buffalo 
were some of the hazards en­ 
countered 
on 
the 
one-lane 
road, Mrs. Moseley recalled. 


THE RETREAT, originally 
built by an Austrian 
glass- 
maker and later converted to 
a study area, was often visited 
by Ghandi and contained a tree 
he had planted, Doris 
said. 
Ten-foot tall poinsettias, pink, 
purple and two-toned bougain­ 
villea, lush trees such as the 
vividly red kapok and feathery 
orange-yellow jackerando grew 
profusely in the area. 
“And beautiful, huge butter­ 
flies and moths were abund­ 
ant,” she added.

Mrs. Moseley also remem­ 
bers the “monkey man!” 


“THE CENTER boasts flush 
toilets and an electrical plant, 
but so many monkeys dis­ 
turbed the electrical system by 
shaking the poles, a man was 
employed whose only job was 
to chase monkeys,” she laugh­ 
ingly related. 
Doris Moseley found no li­ 
brary facilities in the small 
hut housing approxi rn a t e I y 
2,000 old books, which had 
been bequeathed to the center 
by an Indian Christian bishop. 
The books, many partly de­ 
voured by ants and silverfish, 
had to be sorted and c a t a ­ 
logued. Cardboard was cut up 
for cards and envelopes for 
pockets as none were avail­ 
able, Doris recalled, 
adding 
cement shelves were erected 
in an effort to discourage fur­ 
ther damage from insects. 


HOWEVER, SHE was sup­ 
plied with a typewriter and 
the services of a secretary, 
Daniel, who supported a wife 
and seven children. 
Though Daniel spoke three 
languages and could type, she 
explained, he earned 25 to 30 
cents daily and 
walked 
16 
miles to and from work, often 
eating little or nothing. B u t 
with typical Indian hospitality, 
he insisted the librarian come 
to his home for tea. 
“Home” for Daniel, describ­ 
ed Mrs. Moseley, was a one- 
room adobe hut with hard mud 
floor, no windows and furnish­ 
ed only with five charpoys, 
simple beds worth less than $1 
each, and three tin boxes. In 
honor 
of 
her 
visit, 
Daniel 
somehow obtained a packing 
box for use as a tea table. 
DESCRIBING THE poverty 
of her gracious hosts, Doris 
said she was served tea in 
the one and only cracked china 
cup. During the visit, Mrs. 
Moseley asked Daniel why his 


two grown daughters did not 
find jobs to help support the 
family and was amazed to dis­ 
cover this would detract from 
their value in the marriage 
market! 
Living quarters at the Re­ 
treat were comfortable, “when 
one became accustomed to the 
dozens of chipkalees 
( t i n y 
greenish-white lizards) on the 
walls, the chattering of the 
monkeys and furniture stand­ 
ing in little cups of kerosene 
to prevent the ants from de­ 
vouring the wood,” Doris re­ 
membered. 


THE LIBRARIAN recalled a 
typical lunch con s i s t e d of 
dahls, a thick pea soup made 
of lentils then poured over 
rice; a bowl of dehi (yogurt 
made from buffalo milk, “very 
good,” Doris said,) and chapat­ 
tis, a very thin, flat pancake 
made of ground wheat. 
“Eating pork offended 
the 
Moslems, beef the Hindus, and 
as there were no sheep, we 
ate goat,” noted Mrs. Moseley. 
She did have chicken for 
Thanksgiving, she said, pro­ 
vided by one of the mission­ 
aries. 
Doris reports she was ap­ 
palled by the poverty, dirt, and 
lack of sanitation “plus every­ 
thing Americans consider im­ 
portant to live 
comfortably” 
among the poor in India. But 
she was enchanted by the In­ 
dian 
people—their c h a r m , 
beauty, 
hospitality, 
gracious 
acceptance of life’s hardships 
and their constant efforts for 
personal cleanliness. 


“ALTHOUGH THEY do not 
remove their clothing,” she ob­ 
served, “many Indians wash 
frequently under public show­ 
ers.” 
Indian women rub coconut 
oil into their long, black hair 
and spend much time remov­ 
ing lice from 
one another’s 
heads.

Mrs. Moseley also became 
acquainted 
with 
government 
leaders and wealthy Indians 
during her stay in India. Be­ 
cause of her IO years in li­ 
brary work, she was invited to 
be a group leader at the In­ 
ternational YWCA Conference 
in New Delhi. While there, she 
met Indira Ghandi and Ma­ 
dame Pandit Nehru; developed 
a friendship with Mrs. Laba, 
a deputy chairman in Raj Sa- 
baha, India’s upper house in 
the Senate, and had tea in the 


presidential palace with the ex­ 
president, Radha Krishnan. 
WHILE WORKING at the 
Retreat and waiting for Daniel 
to catch up, Mrs. Moseley was 
able to spend IO days each in 
Kasmir and Nepal. She usually 
took cookies and apples to eat 
while traveling, she said. 
“Earthen pots filled with tea, 
sugar and milk brought to a 
boil were for sale and safe to 
drink,” she recalled, adding, 
“The pots were smashed when 
emptied.” 


The library organized after 
nine months’ work, Mrs. Mose­ 
ley went to Ceylon, where she 
lived and worked at the YWCA 
for two months. 
Throughout 
her sojourn, the hospitality of 
wealthy Ceylonese women and 
government officials was ex­ 
tended in lavish entertainment. 
One instance she remembers 
with great pleasure, was din­ 
ing at a luxurious plantation, 
site for the filming of “Ele­ 
phant Walk.” She also stayed 
in many elegant homes. 


EXTENSIVE traveling, in ­ 
cluding to Bombay, the coast 
of East Africa, the island of 
Zanzibar, Australia, New Zea­ 
land, the Fiji Islands and Ta­ 
hiti, followed Mrs. Moseley’s 
departure from Ceylon. 
A final 2-week stay in Bora- 
bora, courtesy of the manager 
of a luxury hotel, typified the 
essence of the hospi t a I i t y, 
from the richest to the poor­ 
est, extended to Doris Moseley 
on her own mission of gener­ 
osity. 


Emphysema: Crippler and Killer 
Research Seeks Its Cause, Cure 


That “cigarette cough” may 
be just an annoyance, but could 
it be the first step on the way 
to chronic lung disease? Twen­ 


ty years ago, few of us had 
heard 
of emphysema, b u t 
many Americans now gasping 
and gasping and struggling for 
every breath of air have learn­ 
ed about it the hard way. 
Emphysema is catching up 
to heart disease as the major 
cause of death and disability in 
this country and kills more 
American men than does lung 
cancer. 
Respiratory 
cripples 
make up the second largest 
group of workers under 65 re­ 
ceiving Social Security disa­ 
bility pensions. 
IN EMPHYSEMA, the lungs 
become enlarged—like a rub­ 
ber band which has lost its 


elasticity—and less effluent in 
removing 
oxygen 
from 
the 
air. The tremendously increas­ 
ed incidence of emphysema in 
the past 20 years indicates that 
the rise is related to some 
change in our environment or 
way of life. 
Epidemiological evidence has 
led many scientists to suspect 
smoking and air pollution, but 
proof has been hard to come 
by. The symptoms of chronic 
bronchitis and of the early 
states of emphysema are so 
similar that even specialists 
cannot always tell the two 
conditions 
apart. 
Sometimes 
the diagnosis of emphysema 


cannot be made with certain­ 
ty until the patient dies and an 
autopsy is peformed. 
THE NATIONAL Society for 
Medical 
Research 
explains 
that scientists cannot learn 
how to prevent and treat it— 
unless they are able to study 
the disease in animals. 
Horses and cows sometimes 
suffer from what veterinarians 
call emphysema, but this is 
more like chronic bronchitis 
in humans. Until recently, in­ 
vestigators had no experimen­ 
tal animal model for emphyse­ 
ma, but pigs, dogs, sheep and 
Assateague ponies 
are now 
helping in the fight against this

DR. ELINOR GLAUSER at 
Temple University in Phila­ 
delphia found that newborn 
piglets breathing air low in 
oxygen and high in carbon 
dioxide developed a lung con­ 
dition closely resembling hu­ 
man emphysema. Their lungs 
had greatly expanded air sacs 
with walls that were ruptured, 
thinned and degenerating—the 
pattern seen in emphysema­ 
tous human lungs. 
Investigators at the Veterans 
Hospital in Orange, N. J., re­ 
ported that dogs inhaling cig­ 
arette smoke through a “smok­ 
ing machine” developed em­ 
physema. Two other groups of 
investigators 
also 
produced 
emphysema in dogs exposed to 
cigarette smoke. 


RESEARCHERS FROM the 
National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases are 
studying the famed Assateague 
ponies of eastern Maryland. 
Some of these ponies have 


equine influenza, which causes 
lung damage and shortness of 
breath similar to that in human 
emphysema. The ponies are 
easier to study than full-size 
horses, they are an inbred 
group, and the annual round­ 
ups make it convenient to ob­ 
serve them. 
Smoking and air pollution 
are not the only suspected fac­ 
tors; viruses may also play a 
role in emphysema. At the In­ 
stitute’s Rocky Mountain Lab­ 
oratory in Montana, scientists 
have shown that chronic pneu­ 
monitis in sheep, a condition 
that mimics symptoms of em­ 
physema in man, can be trans­ 
mitted from one sheep to an­ 
other and is caused by a virus­ 
like organism. 
THESE RESEARCH findings 
—and others ilke them—are 
just 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
search for the cause, preven­ 
tion and cure of emphysema. 
They represent, however, the 
indispensable first stage of the 
battle.
